Housing, Financial 
Questionnaires 
ProveSatisfactory 

Some Forms Filled 
Out Are Incomplete; 
Balloting Continues 

The response of students to the 
questionnaire about veterans' hous- 
ing and financial conditions, has 
been very satisfactory, a spokes- 
man of the McGill ' Student Vet- 
erans' Society stated last night. 
However, many people whose pro- 
blems were adequately solved, did 
not fill out the forms, and there- 
fore the ballot boxes are to remain 
open today. The Housing Commit- 
tee of the Veterans' Society wishes 
as many students as possible to 
answer their questionnaire so that 
it can get a complete liicture of the 
housing situation, of veterans at the 
university. 

Several facts have already been 
obtained in a rough check of the 
completed questionnaires.. Fifty- 
four married couples. either with, or 
without children have, for one rea- 
son or another, expressed them 
selves as dissatisfied with their ac- 
commodations. The same applies to 
fifty-five single veterans. The rea- 
sons given by the great majority 
were too high rental and indadO' 
quale living quarters. Many found 
their living quarters not suited for 
study. A high proportion of thoso 
who replied expressed the need for 
a D.V.A. counsellor at McGill. 

In the quick survey it was dU 
covered that a very high percent 
age of those who had felt that tha 
housing situation was satisfactory, 
were living with .their immediate 
family. There were some urgent 
cases discovered of three or four 
veterans who "were' about to movo 
from their present accommodations, 
and the Housing Committee is to 
contact these people Immediately 
in order to asist them in any way 
possible. If any such people would 
on their pajt try to reach the

J. Gaultier Talks 
On Indian Lore 

Aboriginal Canadian 
Sqngs, Handicrafts 
Will Be Considered 

An illuslrated talk on the tradi 
tional songs and crafts of the In- 
dians^ In Canada will be given to- 
day at the Redpath Museum fat 4 
p.m. The speaker will be Miss 
Juliette Gaultier de la Verendrye, 
who has lectured throughout Can 
ada and the United Stales. 

Miss Gaultier has personally made 
scvsral expeditions among the In- 
dian tribes of Canada,' and she has' 
collected and recorded the original 
folk songs of the different tribes. 
She also has gathered examples of 
their arts and crafts and has made 
special researches into their meth- 
ods of preserving food and of pre- 
paring dye sttiffs. 

At the Paris International Ex 
position Miss Gaultier was the Can- 
adian Government's representative, 
and for her work in connection 
with the traditional arts and crafts 
of the Dominion, she was awarded 
a medal. *She lias Just returned 
from living with the Indians of the 
Upper Gatlneau Valley an^ has 
brought with her the first collection 
of the authentic arts of the Algon- 
quins. 

This lecture, which will be Il- 
lustrated with some of the material 
Miss Gaultier has collected, is being 
sponsored by the Library School 
and is open to all students who 
wish to attend.

Robert Haddow 
Discusses Ford 
Strike Situation 



Resolution Sent 
To Prime Minister 
On Workers' Rights 

Mr. Robert- Haddow, Organizer 
of the Montreal Aircraft Lodge 712, 
spoke on "Labor's Role in Recon- 
version," with reference to the 
necessity of Implementing labor's 
demands for full -employment at dc 
cent wage levels at a meeting of 
the Student Labor Club last night 
A resolution was passed by the 
meeting, expressing sympathy with 
the Ford strikers at Windsor, and 
calling upon the Canadian Govern 
mcnt to intervene and settle the 
dispute. 

The resolution reads as follows; 
"To Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King: 

A meeting of the Student Labor 
Club of McGill University passed 
this resolution on'October 31st, and 
we are submitting it for your con 
sideratlon: 

"Whereas successful reconversion 
to full employment and the main- 
tenance of a decent standard of 
living requires that existing wage 
levels be maintained, 

"Whereas the democratic right of 
workers to bargain collectively and 
to enjoy any union security must 
be recognized, 

"Whereas the Ford workers arc 
at present in the forefront of the 
struggle for these objectives, 

"Therefore, we, the members of 
the Student Labor Club of McGill 
University urge the government to 
take immediate steps to settle the 
dispute on the basis of the just ac- 
mands of the workers . concerned. 

'.'Moreover, If the Ford .Company 
persists in its determination to 
evade a Just settlement of this dis- 
pute, the govenunent should tsKe 
steps to take over the. Ford plant 
and operate it for the benefit of the

Saint Paul I'Hermite 
May Offer Quarters 
For Married Veterans 



Some relief for the housing prob- 
lem of married veterans may be In 
sight At 2 p.m. today, a travel- 
cade will leave the Roddick gates 
for St. Paul I'Hcrmlte, to Inspect 
dormitory space which the Hon, C. 
D. Howe has authorized Wartime 
Housing to rent, to married vet- 
erans. 

During the war, the building was 
occupied by workers from a local 
explosive plant, and Is now empty. 
Mr. J. L. E. Price, chairman of an 
Emergency Housing Committee for 
veterans stated that there is 
room for 400 married couples . . . 
368 double rooms and 100 single 
rooms. In addition, there are ade- 
quate cafeterias, lunch rooms, 
bowling alleys, etc. 

Cost Is estimated at $9 per per- 
son, per week, for three meals a 
day, and $7.50 a week If only 2 
meals a day and 3 on Sunday are 
required. Transportation is by 
Provincial Transport Line buses, 
and costs about 36 cents a d.iy fcr 
Ihc return trip.

When students arc aroused to a point wlicre 
800 members of a university campus will sign a 
petition to meet in order that they may discuss 
the subject which has aroused them and when 
thesoiatudents, furthermore, come to a meeting 
and pass a resolution stating their feeling in re- 
gard to the issue at stalce; then the issue irf of 
sufficient importance to merit more than tlio 
casual glance of an overworked government 
official. 

The resolutions passed by the McGill student 
body with regard to the Argentine question have 
served no further, purpose than to express the 
opinion of the students to the government. No 
action has resulted on the part of the Canadian 
Government. This is not the result which the 
students wanted, nor is it the result which should 
have proceeded from such an action, -an 'action 
taken by a major Canadian university and sec- 
onded by the Universities of Alberta, New 
Brunswick, and. at least one section of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto— the Students' Branch of the 
Canadian Association of Scientific Workers 
recommended that the Students' Administrative 
Council of that university take action in connec- 
tion with the Argentine question "similar to that 
of McGill." ' 

A mere expression of sympathy to the stu- 
dents of Argentina from the students of McGill 
eary if anything is to be done to alleviate the 
is all right in itself, but further action is neces- 
situation of these students who are fighting with 
their lives for the principles which we calmly 
accept as living conditions. 

Fascism in Airgentina may look pretty harm-, 
less to Canadian citizens, but wo have only to 
glance back ten years to see how harmless such 
policies can become — even now students in San 
Salvador,and other neighboring South American 
countries, are feeling the force of a fascist policy 
in a neighboring country, and arc themselves 
fighting a losing battle against the infiltration 
of that force into their own countries. 

While, optimistically speaking, wc will never 
feel the force of a war with Argentina, we can- 
hot blind ourselves to the fact that such forces 
can be spread by much more subtle means than 
actual warfare. We must take action to prevent 
this dread disbase from spreading throughout 
the western hemisphere, as well as to assist the 
democratic elements of these infected countries 
in their struggle for freedom. 

One has only to read the comments of Dr. 
R. C. Migone when he resigned from his post 
as Argentine Counsul-General to Canada, to as- 
sure oneself that these forces do exist in Argen- 
tina. He claims the Argentine government is 
persisting in "repeating ■ the Na«i-Fascist farce 
of political enslavement." And, wo have only to 
mull over in our minds the events of the past ten 
years in Europe to grasp the full significance of 
.tliis sort of government, i-.rpt^v

The Age of the Poradox 

What is the creative spirit in writing? Tradition 
has it that the muse comes bringing "inspiration" 
and as a result words flow from the fingers. Others 
contend that writing is nothing but hard work, that 
it can be taught, and that writing is a habit I re- 
member one book on writing, that gavo as its first 
advice, to get up half an hour earlier every morning 
and type, type, until one could create something 
automatically, at any moment one sat down at a 
typewriter. 

Recently there has been some controversy on the 
subject. One . writer criticizes modern American fic- 
tion by saying that It Is too much of the new-rcporl- 
Ing type, and that authors no longer, seem to "care" 
about their subjects. This seems to be true. Novels 
are being turned out rapidly, as If machine made, 
and editorial comment is taboo. The muse has been 
displaced by a^ half hour's, typing . exereisej before 
breakfast. Creation in writing has been superseded 
by training; another craft has become an Industry. 

The, causes of this development are obvious. 
Hollywood and easy money are a lure to the best of 
writers Writing In general is becoming more and 
more a lucrative profession, with Book Clubs, cheap 
reprints, and serial rights In many magazinei. ' ,It 
has been made "easier" by courses In schools and 
universities, by collections of standard plots, gen- 
erally by standardization. 

And yet, all this while we hear a great deal about 
individualism. Children are trained, in modem pro- 
gressive methods, to develop their personality.. All 
this should have led to a flourishing of all kinds of 
creative work, above all of writing. There have been 
many novels in recent years, but how many will live? 
What contemporary novelists can be compared to 
Dickens, Austen, .the Brontes, Thackeray, and all the 
others who lived in an^era of repression, "frustra- 
tion," and generally non-progressive education? 

The methods of contemporary education are ex- 
cellent, but they have defeated their own purpose. 
The paradox of modern culture is, that too much 
understanding kills creation. Understanding of 
motives of cause and effect does not give a picture 
of results. The tendency to analysis has superseded 
all efforts at synthesis. 

Times change, and we must look to the future, 
not backwards. Perhaps this new trend will give 
us greater and more powerful novels than have been 
written before. Right now creation is at an interim. 
It does not know how tffuse psychoanalysis and medi- 
cine: Far from using it, it has hot even assimilated 
it. 

'Creation today Is laboring under a disatvantagc. 
Progressive and modern education which is marvel- 
lously beneficial to the physical and moral well-being 
of the world, has proved a stumbling block. Once 
upon a time people laughed at Dickens "fat boy" in 
tite Pickwick Papers, the boy who' was lazy and kept 
dozing off continuously. Today we know the boy 
was suffering from a disease and' should have been 
in a hospital. And so on. Our gieneration can no 
longer laugh at such things Or ignore them; we know 
so much that unconsciously we think and write like 
textbooks. This Is the age ot analysis and ot the 
specialist. We no longer ask what the creative spirit 
]s._ We,take it for granted and yet we stifle it. It is 
îSi£'SfÇ-*j'3hç:paradox.

A discussion has- taken place in 
the Dally these last several days as 
to where the Jews of Europe shall 
go. All participants in the discus- 
sion agree that the Jews have a 
right to exist, and therefore must 
have* some place where they will 
be able'to do so. 

Mr. Cohen fell that Palestine 
was the logical solution because: 

a) The Jews in the last two gen- 
erations! have developed that coun- 
try from a barrep desert to a mod- 
ern, civilized, and productive coun- 
try. 

b) Palestine Is the country re- 
cognized and set aside as the Jew- 
ish National Home by all the major 
countries of the .world (52 nations 
including (Canada and. the United 
States) in a League 
Mandate.

Arabs. 

b) Palestine wotild' not be able 
to hold the number of Jews who 
would seek admittance (which 
figure Mr. Niekfe estimates to be 
over one million). 

c) If these million Jews would 
come to Palestine,, the standard of 
living there would fall, and the 
Jews would overflow thfc boundar- 
ies into the neighbouring countries.

Mr. Nickel's concern for the Jew- 
ish refugees is indeed a natural 
one. All civilized people realize 
that the refugees mutt Indeed be 
given' an opportunity to; re-estab- 
lish themselves. - ^ 

However, I cannot but disagree 
with some of Mr. NIckle's state- 
ments and with his conclusions as 
to where these people shall go. 1 
shall attempt, to explain this dis- 
agreement point by point: . . 

a) The possibillt^^f^Arab,.jvlo- 
lence Is greatly over-rateid.' Judg- 
ing by their war record on behalf 
of the United NaUons. Arab fight- 
ing possibilities are indeed sUm. 
During the Arab riots of 1936-9. the 
Arab terrorists killed more Arabs 
than Jews, because the mass ot 
the Arabs were at peace with the 
Jews, and the terrorists were hired 
by the feudal Arab landowners and 
Nazi money. ' 

b) Walter C. Lowdermilk. soil 
conservation expert ot the Govern- 
ment ot the United States, has esti- 
mated that if a Jordan Valley Au- 
thority Is set up similar to the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, then Pal- 
estine could hold four million peo- 
ple. It is estimated that in Biblical 
Umes,' the Jewish population ot 
Palestine was live million. The 
present population of Palestine is

Kentucky Lick 
Rife with Bones 

Systematic Diggins^ 
Will Be Conducted 
For More Specimens 

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 31.— (Ex- 
changc)— According to Prof. Wil- 
liam, S. Hagg, curator of the Uni- 
versity museum of anthropology, 
prehistoric mastodons .once roamed 
35 miles from Lexington in Robert- 
son county. I 
A party. Including Lexingtonian 
Major Victor K, Dodge,' Dr. Charles 
E. Snow of the University anth- 
ropology museum, and former state 
geologist, Dr. Wlllard Rouse Jill- 
son, unearthed a huge tusk 25,000 
to 50,000 years old at Blue Licks, 
on Oct. 14. A leg bone or humerus, 
three neck vertebrae, and a portion 
of a 'jawbone were also found on 
the initial excavations. Other 
specimens found by the excavators 
were the bones of al'inbdern elk. 
The mastodon tusk is around.- five 
feet long and eight inches in dia' 
meter at the thickest end. 

Kentucky has two of the best 
sites for specimens ot prehistoric 
animals,' Professor Hagg continued 
He mentioned Blue Licks as well as 
an older site. Big Bone Lick;. Ben- 
jamin Franklin and Thomas Jet- 
fcrson, while' In France, were sent 
specimens from Big Bone Lick, he 
said. The earlier Lick wu discov- 
ered in 1729. ' 

Blue Licks will be thoroughly ex- 
cavated and every specimen will 
be catalogued if the enthusiasm of 
local anthropologists continues. The 
specimens are now on exhibition in 
the anthrology ;departmm|

A memorial meeting in honor of 
Prof. Pio del RIo-Hortega, who died 
in June, 1045. in the Argentine, was 
held by the Montreal Neurological 
Society last night One of the 
speakers.

Weather Bureau 
To Be Established 

Local Weather Forecast 
To Come From Dwwl 
Says Prof. G. H. Kimble 

Hie Montreal weather man may 
sUll save his reputation, according 
to Professor G. H. Kimble, director 
of the McGill meteorological ser- 
vices, who addressed the St. James' 
Literary Society recently. Those 
who have lost their faith In weath- 
er reports may regain It, he be- 
lieves, due to the installation of a 
local weather bureau. 

Weather experts at Dorval Air- 
port are soon to take over the re- 
sponsibility of forecasting for this 
area. "Every airport needs a' 
meteorological organization," em- 
phasized Dr. Kimble, "for local 
weather conditions vary locally so 
much that It does not pay to over- 
centralize forecasting services." 

"With hour-by-hour reports pour* 
ing in from all over the world," he 
continued, "meteorologists will be 
able to view the shifting scene of 
the weather map as closely as If 
they were spectators of a football 
match. But whethet' this means 
that the radio will be able to as 
sure us that we can safely leave 
our rubbers at home because It is 
not going to rain before midnight, 
or that we need not water our gar- 
dens because precisely 2.25 inches 
ot rain will fall in the next 24 
hours ... all this remains to be 
seen. For let no man boast 'himself 
of tomorrow, just because he has 
studied all the portents. As the 
Spaniards say: 'When God wills, it 
can rain with any wind'."
